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Germany to Get Complete Bill for Reparations 


HE nations of 

Europe, with 

America aiding 
and abetting, are gath- 
ering now to settle the world’s greatest 
problem since the Versailles treaty was 
faced. The time has finally come for 
the definite settlement of Germany’s 
debt and her methods of payment. 


With that settlement are bound up 
debt payments to the United States, the 
economic stability of most of the world, 
and the peace and quiet of Europe. The 
problem is to replace the Dawes plan, 
which was temporary in its nature, 
with a definite plan which is to finally 
liquidate the World war. 

t is sometimes as hard to settle a 
war as to win it. 

It was Germany that started the drive 
for the final settlement, and she press- 
ed it earnestly at the assembly of the 
League of Nations last fall. It has been 
urged constantly ever since, and the 
result is that the commission has been 
named and it is now facing its Hercu- 
lean labors. In the constitution of this 
commission Germany’s foreign minis- 
ter, Stresemann, won a victory, for he 
insisted all along that the commission- 
ers be financial experts of international 
caliber and that they have broad 
powers. In this he was backed by S. 
Parker Gilbert, agent general of repara- 
tions. Some of the governments in- 
terested had the idea of diplomats to 
represent them, to watch especially 
over their national interests. 

But the matter that Germany is most 
interested in—a matter linked with the 
settlement—is the evacuation of the 
Rhineland by foreign troops. Under 
the terms of the Versailles treaty, they 
were to be removed at the end of 15 
years, and before that time in case Ger- 
many has complied with all the terms 
of the treaty. Of the three nations sup- 
plying the troops of occupation—Brit- 
ain, Belgium and France—only the last 
named seems intent on keeping them 
there until the last mark is paid. There 
is a strong sentiment in England, even 
in the administration, to retire from 
Germany. The outlook is that Germany 
will be left to the Germans as the re- 
sult of the labors of the new repara- 
tions committee. 


This committee, composed of the best 
and most eminent European and Amer- 
ican financiefs was required under a 
condition made by Poincare to meet 
first at Paris. Their deliberations are 
likely to shift from place to place, as 
was the case with the Dawes commis- 
sion. America’s delegates were selected 
by the European governments interested 
and their service will be “unofficial.”

far as now regulated must go on for- 
ever. This sum amounts to some $625,- 
000,000, divided up among the various 
former allies. At the same time the 
payments of these allies to the United 
States, on war loans, come to about 
$400,000,000, or nearly two-thirds of 
the German sum. So it is seen how 
American interests are inevitably tied 
to the reparations settlement. 

In the second place ways must be 
found to market and turn into present 
cash Germany’s credit as based on her 
property and ability to pay. Bonds 
on German railroads form the biggest 
item, and of course the United States 
furnishes the biggest and best market 
for them. But the more Germany has 
to pay the less der bonds will be 
worth, so squeezing her too hard for 
the last penny may hurt both the 
squeezer and the squeezees. Most of 
the cash Germany has paid under the 
Dawes plan since. 1924 was obtained by 
loans from the United States. There 
is plenty of reason to suspect a willing- 
ness on the part of the European na- 
tions to let the United States pay for 
the war even yet, by taking German 
reparation bonds to a greater extent 


than Germany can pay. 
experts 
can be counted to give 
fair warning, and our 
big banking houses will not likely turn 
loose good money for the bonds unless 
they are worth buying. 

Guessing at the total sum of repara- 
tions Germany will yet be made to pay 
has been a fascinating game. Publi- 
cists with a mind for figures have esti- 
mated it at about 25,000,000,000 marks— 
or about $6,250,000,000. But German 
economists insist that Germany could 
hardly accept a further debt of more 
than $4,000,000,000. It will be interest- 
ing to watch how the experts figure it. 

France, probably the most relentless 
creditor, stipulated that the experts 
must take into consideration not only 
what France has to pay every year to 
Great Britain and the United States, 
but also the sum of $4,000,000,000 
France has spent in reconstructing the 
regions devastated by the war. 

France further agreed that if the 
committee of experts makes a success 
of the problem to consider the question 
of withdrawing at once from the Rhine- 
land, instead of waiting until 1930. to 
leave the Coblenz sector and until 1935 
to withdraw from the Mayence area. 
A further promise, rather vague, was 
made to evacuate the whole Rhineland 
“providing a formula for effective sur- 
veillance of the demilitarized left bank 
may be found acceptable to both Gér- 
many and the allies. The string to this 
promise may be used to withdraw it. 


It was very noticeable that both Ger- 
many and the allied nations were anx- 
ious for the United States to be rep- 
resented on the committee. Though 
some $212,000,000 is still owing to Uncle 
Sam for his part in the occupation of 
Germany in addition to many unsettled 
claims against Germany, yet so small 
are the direct American interests com- 
pared with those of the other nations 
that the United States is regarded by 
both sides as practically neutral and 
impartial. They agreed together to ask 
that American experts be allowed to 
participate, and the request was for- 
mally made for all the interested par- 
ties by the British ambassador at Wash- 
ington. The United States government 
gave its ready assent. 

Germany has been prosperous the 
last few years. More so, it is generally 
believed, than any other European na- 
tion. With a definite goal before the 
Germans in the form of a determined 
total amount of reparations; and with 
their beloved Rhineland completely in 
their own hands again, their prosperity 
and thrift will doubtless increase.

» LATIN-AMERICAN RELATIONS 


While the beneficial effects of Hoov- 
er’s tour cannot be gainsaid, there are 
certain little misunderstandings which 
invite clarification. Chief among these 
is the misinterpretation placed upon the 
President-elect’s interview with Presi- 
dent Irigoyen of Argentina, a country 
which holds aloof from the Paraguay- 
Some papers quote Mr. 
Hoover as pledging the United States 
against future intervention. The fact 
of the matter is that Mr. Hoover has 
made no promises on this score. On 
the contrary he seems to have frankly 
stated that intervention is_ invited 
whenever American lives and property 
are jeopardized, as in his references to 


Nicaragua. At any rate, until he is 
chief executive Mr. Heover cannot 


speak officially, much less pledge the 
nation to anything. 

One result of the Hoover trip has 
been to sound the need for better trade 
relations with our Southern neighbors. 
Latin-America is now commerce’s most 
fertile field. We lost the opportunity 
afforded by the World war to grab most 
of this trade and only by a superhuman 
effort can we prevent England and 


Germany .from recovering the lion’s 
share. If only as a business policy, 


Mr. Hoover naturally favors new air 
routes, improved steamship service, 


better roads and more American dis- 
tributing agencies in South America. 


But the American manufacturer and 


exporter must give better service to the 
Latin-American customer than he has 
in the past, because it is through con- 
sideration of details that the European 
shipper has heretofore been favored. 


There is also some missionary work 
to be done in convincing Latin-America 
that the United States is not the land 
of wild women, two-gun men, road- 
houses and city night life that export- 
ed American films seem to show. 

In Mr. Hoover the Latin people had 
an opportunity to judge a nation by its 
representative, and there is no doubt 
but that his personality alone aroused 
a feeling of esteem and friendship, 
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ALONG CAME HEARST 

Seeing how much publicity W. C. 
Durant, motor magnate, got out of his 
contest for “the best plan for making 
the 18th amendment effective,” W. R. 
Hearst, publisher, now offers a similar 
amount ($25,000) for the best plan to 
repeal the 18th amendment and _ substi- 
tute “a more liberal and more American 
measure.” Durant congratulated Hearst 
on his proposal on the ground that such 
things help bring American people to a 
realization that something must be done 
about present conditions, one way or 
another.

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Eliminating Waste in Industry 


Producers, Distributers and Consumers All Over Country Co-operate 
In the Reduction of Needless Varieties of Commodities 


E HEAR a lot nowadays about 
VV standardization and simpli- 

fied practice. These are not 
synonymous terms. To simplify is to 
limit variety to essential kinds and 
sizes. Standardization carries the proc- 
ess into technical or scientific fields,

so as to fix the basic mechanical or 
physical characteristics of the product, 
or process of its fabrication, or methods 
of tests. When a mianufacturing: com- 
pany reduces types and sizes of its prod- 
ucts to the fewest numbers possible, 
that is simplification. 


The depression of 1921 emphasized 
the need for eliminating waste due to 
excessive variety of types of products, 
and a survey in six leading industries, 
conducted by an engineering organiza- 
tion, disclosed an average waste of 49 
per cent. Shortly after this the Depart- 
ment of Commerce established its Di- 
vision of Simplified Practice. During 
the World war when it was imperative 
to make available more raw materials 
and man power and to eliminate in- 
dustrial waste the work of the conser- 
vation division of the the War Indus- 
tries Board emphasized the desirability 
of continuing similar activities in times 
of peace. 

Simplified practice will decrease 
stocks, production costs, selling expen- 
ses, misunderstandings-and all costs to 
user, and at the same time it will in- 
crease turnover, stability of employ- 
ment, promptness of delivery, foreign 
commerce, quality of product and profit 
to producer, distributor and user. It 
is estimated that some $300,000,000 is 
now being saved annually in this coun- 
try through application of this practice. 

Some idea of the reductions in, vari- 
eties that have taken place in the last 
seven years are: 


Paving brick, from 66 to six. 


a 


Bedsteads, springs and mattresses, 
from 78 to four. 

Milk bottle caps, from 29 to one. 

Lamp bases, from 179 to six. 

Electrical attachment plugs, from 37 
to one. 

Plow seats, from 12 to one. 


The elimination of waste has found 
its way into the hearts of 16 European 
countries who have formed organiza- 
tions along the lines of our own. Great 
Britain and Germany are making the 
most of this economic principle. 

The multitude of heterogeneous 
shapes and sizes of bank checks in use 
up to about two years ago has now 
changed to the extent where about 85 
per cent of all checks throughout the 
country are of approximately uniform 
size. This change has resulted in an 
estimated saving of $20,000,000. 


Automobile balloon tires have taken 
a reduction in number of standard sizes 
from 24 to 16 and the new method of 
marking is designed to assist the car 
owner in selecting tires which will fit 
his car, the rim diameter being given 
instead of the outside tire diameter.

OUR MILLIONAIRE ARMY 

At the beginning of the present cen- 
tury a millionaire was a rarity. There 
were then less than a thousand. Just 
before the war the number had grown 
to 7,000. War-time tonditions created 
them by the wholesale. After the 
armistice many of the new millionaires 
fell as rapidly as they had ascended, 
but many times that number were cre- 
ated by businesses which continued to 
prosper. The result is that today, ac- 
cording to Carl Snyder of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, there are 
about 40,000 persons in this country 
worth more than a million, or nearly 
six times as many as in 1914. And what 
is more, the wealth of 11,000 of this 
number approximates 1/30th of the na- 
tional income. 

At the same time, per capita wealth 
has almost tripled, money is more wide- 
ly distributed than before and there 
is an increasingly higher standard of 
living. As the Washington Post points 
out: 


The fact that the United States has more 
millionaires than ever before will ultimately 
improve the status of men with moderate 
incomes. The amassing of wealth means 
investment in new industries, which in turn 
need workmen and executives. The increas- 
ed buying power of these workmen will 
again benefit the manufacturer. Under the 
present economic scheme the success of one 
means the prosperity of many.

Frederic William Wile, Washington cor- 
respondent, enters the list of wisecrackers 
by declaring there will be a change in meal- 
time customs at the White House after 
March 4. There will be no more Grace at 
table. 
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In dispensing with the annual New 
Year’s day reception because of ab- 
sence from the city, President and Mrs. 
Coolidge denied foreign diplomats a 
last formal opportunity to pay their 
respects to the chief executive and“First 
Lady of the Land” en masse. On that 
day it is the custom of ambassadors, 
ministers, envoys and embassy and le- 
gation secretaries, as well as officers 
of our own army and navy, to wait in 
line to shake hands with the president 
and his wife. If the scene had been 
repeated for the retiring executive, the 
line of foreign dignitaries would have 
been headed by the British Ambassador 
and Lady Howard as dean and doyenne 
of the diplomatic corps in years of serv- 
ice at Washington. On such occasions 
those honored are resplendent in full 
dress uniforms representative of the 
various countries. Diplomats, though 
civilians, have gold-braided uniforms 
and dress swords for just such occa- 
sions. There are white uniforms, red 
uniforms, blue uniforms and uniforms 
of other colors. On almost every 
breast gleams one or more medals and 
orders. The New Year’s reception is 
an old Dutch idea introduced by Presi- 
dent Washington and perpetuated by 
his successors with the exception of 
Wilson who had to abandon it because 
of war conditions. On one occasion 
Buchanan was so buttonholed by office 
seekers that he abruptly terminated the 
public reception. It is only one of 
nine winter gala White House affairs 
which are fixed by custom and must be 
over before Congress adjourns and the 
Lenten season starts. The list includes 
receptions and dinners to the foreign 
diplomats, our cabinet and members of 
the Supreme Court, a dinner to the 
Speaker of the House, and receptions 
to Congress members and officers of 
the army and navy. Strict ceremony is 
practiced on such occasions. Diplo- 
mats enter by one White House door,

got busy with its 1929 work. The 
Kellogg peace treaty and the measure 
to build 15 cruisers stood neck and neck 
in their race—a really ill assorted pair. 

First there was speculation as. to 
which would be allowed to step out 
first, and a fight on that point was 
looked forward to with relish. But 
Senator Hale of Me., handling the 
eruiser bill, and Senator Borah of Ida., 
driving the peace pact, got -together 
privately and made a little bargain 
that disappointed the lovers of battle. 
It was agreed that Senator Hale should 
first have an hour or two to make a 
speech about the needs of the cruisers— 
to launch the bill—and then gracefully 
retire, temporarily, while the peace 
pact held the floor. 

So it was done, but naughty senators 
twitted Senator Hale over calling his 
eagles off so the bird of peace could 
flutter around a while in safety. 


The Kellogg Pact 


One would think that a treaty enter- 
ed into by the United States with near- 
ly all the rest of the nations of the 
world to renounce war as a national 
policy would meet no opposition among 
the home folks. Especially since no 
obligations were assumed, no price 
paid, no alliance made, and since the 
whole thing was proposed and carried 
through by the American secretary. 


But not so! There are men in the 
Senate, if nowhere else in the world, 
who look with a very suspicious eye on 
anything resembling a pact with those 
wicked European nations. 

So a group was waiting with their 
blunderbusses trained on this latest 
peace bird which is trying to fly. It 
was nearly the same group that laid 
for the League of Nations and the 
World Court, and in the front rank was 
noticeable the white head and red eye 
of Senator Jim Reed of Mo. The main 
change in scenery was that one of the 
old “irreconcilables” who used always 
to be at Senator Jim’s side, firing gun 
for gun with him at all the little peace 
birds from across the Atlantic, was 
now, strangely, on the other side. This 
was Senator Borah, who this time was 
actually in charge of the bird, trying 
to help it to fly. 

This Kellogg peace pact, according to 
Senator Borah in his launching speech, 
is a mighty fine thing but will not make 
much difference in our case. It will not 
do away with our need for the cruisers, 
as the pacifists hoped it would—though 
the Senator hopes to cut that number 
15 down to 10, later on. There is no 
principle in the pact, he said, that this 
country has not stood for all along, 
ever since the treaty of John Jay. If 
we need to fight for self-defense, or to 
protect our rights, he declared, there 
is nothing in the pact to stop us.

The way for the peace pact was pre- 
pared in advance, as far as possible, 
by Secretary Kellogg, its father. He ap- 
peared before the foreign relations 
committee and answered all questions 
put. As for the Monroe doctrine he 
said: “Why, gentlemen, every country 
in Europe which could make war on 
Central or South America has signed 
this treaty; and if they did make war 
they would break it, and we would be 
released anyhow.” 

Another fear had been expressed that 
our signing the same treaty with Russia 
would be a recognition of that coun- 
try’s present government. “We have 
four multilateral treaties to which Rus- 
sia is a party,” said the Secretary, “and 
nobody ever claimed that one of them 
was a recognition of the Russian regime 
at all.” He admitted that the other 
treaties were technical ones not relat- 
ing to political matters.

Senator Curtis 
did not like the prospect of seeing his 
seat filled by this political enemy of 
his. He occasionally presides in the 
absence of Dawes and looks over his 
colleagues severely. 


Britain to Britten 


The strange adventure into diplo- 
macy by Mr. Britten, chairman of the 
House naval committee, seems about 
to bear fruit after all the jesting and 
laughter it caused. He did not get any- 
where with Premier Baldwin of Great 
Britain, but his suggestion that the 
troublesome naval question be discuss- 
ed by his committee of the House and a 
corresponding committee of the House 
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of Commons brought a favorable reply 
from Commander Kenworthy, member 
of the British body. 

Commander Kenworthy suggested 
that such a meeting be held in London 
next spring, before the Interparlia- 
mentary Union, of which he is an offi- 
cial, meets at Geneva, and that various 
interpretations of international law be 
discussed as well as the question of 
naval parity between the two countries. 
He further suggested that after the gen- 
eral election in England in the summer 
that another meeting be held at Wash- 
ington. “All will agree,” he said, “that 
nothing but good can come from a 
frank and free exchange of opinion be- 
tween duly elected representatives of 
our two great peoples.”

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GILBERT’S REPORT 


Germany is economically sound, is 
flourishing and is quite capable of pay- 
ing the full amount of its standard 
contribution under the Dawes plan. So 
declares S. Parker Gilbert, agent gen- 
eral of reparations, in his annual re- 
port. “The reichsmark,” he said, “con- 
tinues to satisfy all the requirements 
of stability, while the gold reserve of 
the Reichsbank now stands at the high- 
est point ever reached.” The money 
Germany paid last year in gold marks 
amounted to $440,000,000. But Gilbert 
points out some waste in the matter of 
German budget expenditures and warns 
that such things must be curbed or 
that higher taxes will have to be levied.

ington as the capital of the nation. 


Somebody gets into print every few 
years by suggesting that the capital of 
the United States be moved from Wash- 
ington to some point nearer the center 
of the country, but even the man who 
makes the suggestion is hardly consid- 
ered serious in his wild talk. Yet the 
site of the capital was not accepted with 
finality until long after it had been 
located on the banks of the Potomac. 
Congress excitedly debated the matter 
in 1808, near the end of the second ad- 
ministration of Jefferson, who, more 
than any other man, was responsible 
for the location. Henry Adams in his 
history of Jefferson’s administration 
tells the story. The “dust” and “mire” 
mentioned will not surprise, for the 
new -city was in a very poor stage of 
development, but the complaint about 
the wind is hardly understandable, for 
of all the cities of the United States 
Washington is perhaps blown about 
the least. Says Adams: 


In February Sloan of New Jersey offered 
a motion that the seat of government 
should be removed from Washington to 
Philadelphia. The House, February 2, by 
a vote of 68 to 47, agreed to consider the 
resolution, and a debate followed which 
proved how far from stable the actual ar- 
rangement was supposed to be. Republicans 
‘and Federalists alike assailed the place in 
which they were condemned to live. Fif- 
teen million dollars, it was said, had been 
spent upon it with no other result than to 
prove that a city could never be made to 
exist there. One day they were choked 
with dust; the next day they were wal- 
lowing in mire. The climate was one of 
violent changes and piercing winds. Mem- 
bers sickened and died in greater numbers 
than ever before, but in case of illness they 
could find no physician except by sending 
to the navy yard some miles away. 

At the last session the House had been 
driven from its old hall by the wind break- 
ing its windows. The new hall, however 
magnificent, was unfit for its purpose; to 
hear was impossible; its ventilation was 
so bad as to have caused the illness of 
Jacob Crowinshield, one of its leading mem- 
bers, then lying at the point of death. 

The prices of everything in Washington 
were excessive. Butter was 50 cents a 
pound; a common turkey cost a dollar and 
a half; in Philadelphia members would 
save $150 a day in hack-hire alone. Even 
these objections were trifling compared 
with the inconvenience of governing from 
a wilderness where no machinery existed 
to make administration easy. As an ex- 
ample of the absurdities of such a system, 
members pointed to the navy yard, only 
to be reached by following the windings 
of the shallow Potomac, while the Navy 
Department was obliged at extravagant cost 
to bring every article of use from the sea- 
board, besides recruiting seamen at the 
commercial ports for every ship fitted out 
at Wasington.

son brought pressure to bear, but not 
until after the House had shown itself 
strongly inclined toward his opinion. 
In fact the new, unpaved capital with 
vast marshes on the river side was 
generally accepted as unhealthy. The 
foreign diplomats spent most of their 
time at Philadelphia and other cities, 
and when summer came there was a 
scurrying away by all government of- 
ficials. Jefferson himself was frequent- 
ly at Monticello for months at a time, 
while his Secretary of State, Madison, 
was at his home at Montpelier, but even 
these officials were at their posts more 
than President Adams and his cabinet 
members who had preceded them. 

At present Washington can in con- 
fidence compare in sanitary fitness with 
any other city. Where the marshes 
were are now beautiful drives and 
parks. The winters are usually mild. 
The summers are, as a rule, uncomfort- 
ably warm, but in what American city 
are they not? And no other American 
city has such wealth of parks and shade 
trees. Washington may not be the ideal 
spot for the capital, but on the whole 
there is no longer any legitimate com- 
plaint about it. If anyone thinks dif- 
ferently just let him try to name a 
place which everybody would agree 
was ideal.

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The Losing Fight for Whiskers 


Afghans Who Continue to Hide Behind Obsolete Hirsute Adornments 
Do Not Take Kindly to Amanullah’s Mustache and Modernity 


HERE is happening today in be- 
| nighted Afghanistan what has 
happened again and again in 
history—a war for beards. Men who 
have beards are inclined to take them 
seriously. Always were. And if they 
can get the rest of the people to follow 
them in considering the beard a very 
grave matter they will go further and 
pretend it is even sacred. It’s the ego- 
tism of the brute, the women say. If 
the “lords of creation” should have 
warts on their noses with any regu- 
larity they would soon make them a 
matter of great pride and adornment. 
When litthke Amanullah, the fat and 
uppish ameer with a mustache no wider 
than the flange of his nose, came back 
from his trip around Europe he had a 
lot of cute ideas for his country which 
is still waiting for its first railroad. One 
was to get rid of those long, black, 
bushy, brushy beards his unwashed 
subjects are so proud of. Those same 
subjects were ready to stand for a lot 
of the new-fangled Western notions, 
even to the point of allowing their 
wives to go across the street to visit a 
neighbor, but when it came to touching 
their beloved and beautiful soup-strain- 
ers that was a very different matter. 
It was not long before they were howl- 
ing their indignation and defiance at 
the very gates of Kabul. 





Moab shall howl over Nebo, and over 
Medeba; on all their heads shall be bald- 
ness, and every beard cut off. 


Kabul is not many day’s journey from 
where Isaiah pronounced this terrifying 
prophecy. Those were the days when 
beards were beards, and those days 
have not changed much in Afghanistan. 
The biggest thing that has ever hap- 
pened to these people was their conver- 
sion to Mohammedanism, and that re- 
sulted in putting the beard in a still 
stronger technical position. For what 
stronger oath than “by the beard of 
the Prophet”? 

Beards results in the first place 
through lack of implements, or lack of 
energy to clean them off. But since 
they accumulated through laziness or 
slovenliness, conceit and bombast -were 
put to work to justify them. The wom- 
en at that time were not allowed to 
have any ideas or opinions of their 
owl, so they were made to say that 
they liked beards, and to repeat that 
old wheeze, “Yea, as an egg without 
salt, so is a kiss without a bristling 
lip.” But when and wherever women 
became the real bosses the beards fell 
and were swept up. 

The Jews. set the beard style in an- 
cient times, so the Assyrians and Egyp- 
tians thought they had to have them too. 
But really preferring clean faces they 
hit upon the scheme of shaving smooth 
and wearing false beards—beards thai 
could be rolled up like sausages and 
trimmed into any shape fancied. 

Primitive people of the earth who are 


natural and without prejudice or com- 
mitments in the matter_of style and 
esthetics usually have little liking for 
the Santa Claus equipment. There is 
the old story about the barbarians sack- 
ing Rome who were struck with awe 
upon seeing the bearded senators sit- 
ting, calm and dignified, waiting their 
fate; of the admiration of one of them

which led him to tweak a long, silver 
beard—a tweak that brought him a rap 
over the head, and to all the senators 
immediate death. But history here is 
unreliable as usual. That club-swinger 
did not feel admiration; he was itching 
with amused curiosity. 

A beard in Venice a thousand or so 
vears later received no better treat- 
ment. Speaking to Antonio and Bas- 
sanio Mr. Shylock, a business man of 
that city, dryly remarked— 

You come to me, and you say, 

Shylock, we would have monies; You 

say so; 

You, that did void your rheum upon 

my beard. 


Two practical reasons have been 
urged for the beard—that it helps to 
keep the neck warm, and that it ob- 
viates the necessity of changing collars 
often, or of even wearing any. But look 
at the Eskimos! If any fellows need a 
natural muffler they do. Yet they scorn 
such a wind-break. The Indians, too, 
could not stand for the beards that 
some of their European friends brought 
over with them. Fanning under their 
chins with their fingers they would 
say, “White man heap much like dirty 
goat,” and all would roar and guffaw 
together. And when they were under 
the painful necessity of scalping such 
friends they would dip down a little so 
as to take in that funny beard. 

The days of Blackbeard and Blue- 
beard are past. Both piracy and mar- 
riage and murder, to be up-to-date, re- 
quire a clean-shaven chin—at least a 
shaven chin. The lion has been beard- 
ed in his den, and so has man.

Seventy-four 
years ago, Samuel Wilson, the original 
Uncle Sam, died, but today, despite the 
fame of the honor that has come to his 
caricature, only a single stone slab, beneath 
the shade of a large maple tree, marks his 
resting place. 


The joke of the matter is that this is 
not the Uncle Sam that the Indiana 
congressman wants to honor with a 
monument. There is a Samuel Wilson 
buried near Meriam, Ind., who was 
born at Wilmington, Del., and who died 
at the age of 100. His relatives claim 
that he is the original Uncle Sam and 
that it is he for whom an appropriation 
is asked.

MATCHES AND POLITICS

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Writing Photoplays an Art 


Few People Have Talent or Influence Enough to Break into the Game 
at Hollywood. Scenario Writing Offers But Little Money 


RITING for the movies is an 
VV art that requires years of 

experience—or else genius. 
Notwithstanding many people entertain 
the idea that they can write scenarios 
for screen production. The result is 
that the editorial offices of most pro- 
ducing companies today are always del- 
uged with unsolicited material. The 
condition has become a great annoy- 
ance to the industry. Although the 
producers have never solicited these 
unusable manuscripts, they continue to 
receive them in increasing numbers. 
And the great majority of them are said 
to be the products of uninformed and 
inexperienced writers. 

Because it has become such an evil 
and because so many would-be scen- 
arists are being duped by empty prom- 
ises from self-styled “experts” who 
claim to know all the short cuts to 
success in the movies, the National Bet- 
ter Business Bureau, Inc., has been 
called on to issue a warning. In doing 
so the bureau gave the following points 
to be considered before atiempting to 
write for the screen: 


Successful scenario writing is based upon 
actual experience and not upon the prom- 
ises of self-styled “experts.” The technical 
demands of screen writings are of equal 
importance with writing ability and neither 
taken alone is of sufficient importance to 
assure success in scenario work. Salability 
is the test for all screen stories. Sell your 
story to a magazine before you take the 
time to make a scenario of it. Story prob- 
lems are best solved by trained, original 
writers. The effort to produce a salable 
scenario must be constantly applied, and 
must be thorough and untiring. Writing a 
story for the screen is as difficult as writ- 
ing one for the stage. The payment of 
money to scenario “experts” is not a guar- 
antee that you will be a writer of success- 
ful photoplays or that your scenario will 
be produced by motion picture producers. 


Another point that might well be add- 
ed to these is the fact that few scenarios 
bring enormous sums of money, as per 
popular but erroneous belief. It is 
true that many persons are prompted 
to write and submit scenarios solely be- 
cause of the various reports of huge 
sums of money being paid for the mo- 
tion picture rights, and because of the 
visions of sudden fame derived there- 
from. But when we consider the fact 
that of each 100,000 or more unsolicited 
scenarios submitted to producers by 
unknown writers only four ever reach 
the screen it can plainly be seen what 
a waste of effort it is for the average in- 
experienced writer to send in an un- 
solicited scenario. 


For years now the motion picture in- 
dustry has been trying to employ only 
those directors, writers and actors who 
have ability to make only the best pic- 
tures. “Since acting, writing and di- 
recting for the screen are unique to the 
business, with technique of their own,” 
Will Hays, movie czar, said in his an- 





nual report to the board of directors of 
the industry, “it has been necessary to 
develop men and women to fulfill these 
duties. By creating our own creative 
artists, we have built up a considerable 
body of men and women, trained work- 
ers, who think in terms of the motion 
picture art.” He also pointed out thai 
the search for new talent is constantly 
going on, and new faces and new writ- 
ers are constantly being given an op- 
portunity to find favor with the public. 
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HOOVER A BRITISH SUBJECT? 
Referring to the charge that he was a 
British subject, Herbert Hoover once said:

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HIGH HEELS AND BAD POSTURE

SMALLPOX VACCINE SAFE 


Many people will not submit to small- 
pox vaccination because they fear the 
vaccine is not safe. This fear, says the 
Public Health Service, is absolutely un- 
warranted because the great care in 


_producing the virus makes it safe. Vac- 


cine is made only in those establish- 
ments that pass a rigid inspection. The 
virus is grown in calves that are kept 
in stables regarded as models of clean- 
liness. And only those calves are used 
that are perfectly healthy. Once made 
the vaccine is immediately stored at 
temperatures below freezing and is re- 
moved only to be prepared for the 
market. This preparation consists of 
grinding it and mixing it with sterile 
glycerin. Then it is tested to make sure 
it does not contain any harmful sub- 
stance. Finally it is placed in tiny 
tubes, each containing enough for one 
vaccination. These tubes can remain 
on the market only three months and 
must be kept below 41 degrees F. dur- 
ing that time.

HERE are not many “sights” to 
see in Madrid. The greatest thing 
is the art gallery—the Prado— 

and you can’t spend day after day look- 
ing at pictures and sculptures in a mu- 
seum. That gets to be very tiring. We 
aim not to spend more than an hour

or two a day in art galleries on that 
account. We don’t try to see every- 
thing, for it would take months to do 
that in any of the great Old World 
museums. We look at a few outstand- 
ing pictures and then come out and go 
for a ride or merely stroll through the 
streets, watching the crowds and going 
wherever they go. 

In the Prado there are a number of 
pictures by Goya, a Spanish artist who 
lived a century or so ago. Goya painted 
a good many portraits and also left 
many humorous cartoons and sketches 
which are of special interest because 
they show the costumes and customs of 
the period. We see a huge painting by 


Goya which was originally done as a 
fresco on‘a wall of an old building. By 
a very skillful process this painting was 
stripped from the walls and transferred 
to.canvas, so as to preserve it better. 
Another curiosity in the Prado is a 
painting of the Holy Family, by Ra- 
phael. This is a very rare picture owing 
to its small size, as the old masters 
usually made their pictures large. This 
little gem is only eight by 10 inches. 
Yet it is painted with microscopic ac- 
curacy. The odd part is that if you 
look carefully you can see the same 
picture repeated in thumbnail size, in 
the background. And also you can de- 
tect Raphael’s name worked into the 
ornamentation of the Virgin’s collar. 


These curious details were done as 
a “stunt.” They are painted in such 
a skillful way that you would never 
discover they were there unless you 
had them pointed out to you. Though 
this picture by Raphael is upwards of 
four centuries old the colors are still 
very clear and brilliant. This proves 
that these old masters were really 
masters of their art. They couldn’t go 
to a store and buy paints all ready to 
use as artists do today. They had to 
make their own paints and they spent 
a great deal of effort to secure colors 
which would stand the test of time. 
There are a number of other fine Ra- 
phaels in the Prado—including the fa- 
mous portrait of Cardinal Trivulzio, 
which is reproduced in this article.

What About Vertical Transportation in 1,000-Foot Buildings?

Improvements in elevators keep pace 
with the erection of towering buildings. 
If it were not for fast and efficient ele- 
vators, skyscrapers would: not be 
feasible. 

The taller a building the greater the 
proportion of spaee which must be de- 
voted to vertical transportation. Some 
engineers contend that the type of ele- 
vators now in use has about reached its 
limit in the matter of uninterrupted 
travel. The great length of steel cable 
required for an all-the-way lift in the 
1.200-foot building proposed for New 
York, some contend, would snap of its 
own weight. Hence, it is argued, a 
building of that height would have to 
run express cars to a certain point— 
say the 80th floor—and use “shuttle” 
elevators for the remaining 30 floors. 

It is also questioned whether tenants 
and workers would like changing from 
one elevator to another. But for that 
matter, people transfer from elevated, 
surface and subway cars. Furthermore, 
the modern elevator is exceedingly 
swift and there would be less crowding 
at transfer points in high buildings than 
in surface transportation. 

However, the Otis Elevator Co. is one 
of those to deny that uninterrupted ele- 
vator travel has reached its limit. ‘“The 
rise in the present type of traction ele- 
vator is practically unlimited,” advises 
J. C. Bebb of that company in a letter 
fo the Pathfinder questioning a pub- 
lished report that the great length of 
steel cable required for an all-the-way 
lift in a 1,200-foot building would snap 
of its own weight. “This is rather ab- 
surd,” he comments, “as you will real- 
ize, if you will figure, that the 5-inch 
ropes used on traction machines would 
only be about 700 pounds each in a 
1,000-foot building, whereas the limit 
of breaking strength is 20,000 pounds 
each.” He goes on to say: 

“It would be entirely unnecessary to 
run express elevators to any particular 
floor and transfer to shuttle elevators. 
The reason that shuttle elevators are 
used in the Woolworth building from 
the 50th to the 55th floor is merely one 
of construction of the building and has 
nothing to do with the elevator itself; 
this reason being that the tower is so 
constructed that there would be no 
plaée for placing elevator machines 
over the hatehway at the 55th floor, as 
would be required with uninterrupted 
travel. For these reasons, the main 
machines stop at the 50th floor and a 
shuttle elevator is used, with the ma- 
chine alongside of the elevator at its

lowest landing instead of overhead as 
would be required with the high rise 
machine.” 

Despite the swiftness of ascent and 
descent, accident is almost impossible 
in the modern skyscraper elevator due 
to the safety devices which surround it. 
Although all very simple, they cover 
every contingency which might occur. 
There has never yet been a serious ac- 
cident to a passenger because of the 
fall of a modern elevator in a great 
office building. 

Some people who have visited the ob- 
servation platform of the Woolworth 
building, New York, and have experi- 
enced that “gone” feeling in taking the 
elevator back to the street level like to 
imagine that they have ridden on the 
speediest glevators in the world. Though 
these lifts travel 700 feet a minute, there

are other elevators in operation which 
travel 900 feet a minute and some in 
the near future will be running at 
1,000 feet a minute to keep pace with the 
fast-growing skyscraper. The Wool- 
worth building is already behind the 
times as far as its elevator service is 
concerned. Air cushions are practically 
obsolete in the new type elevator and 
the Woolworth building lift system is 
about the last one constructed with 
that type of equipment. 

The building with the most elevators 
is the Equitable building in the same 
city. It has 46 regular passenger ele- 
vators, daily serving more than 90,000 
persons. The General Motors building 
at Detroit has 27 passenger elevators 
and the Woolworth building 24. The 
latter, by the way, is neither the highest 
nor the largest man-made _ structure. 
The Eiffel tower, Paris, is higher and 
the Equitable building is larger.

RODIN MASTERPIECE CAST 


The most ambitious undertaking of 
the great sculptor, Auguste Rodin, 
which he did not live to see in finished 
form, has at last been assembled and 
cast at Paris. “The Gates of Hell,” in- 
spired by Dante’s poem, was labored on 
for 25 years by the great artist, and now 
in its complete form it is considered 
his masterpiece. The group contains 
the reproduction of some of the artist’s 
best known works, “The Thinker,” 
“The Fall of Icarus,” “Shadows,” “The 
Centaurs” and others. For years the 
jumble of pieces intended for the work 
was very puzzling, but they were final- 
ly sorted out by M. Rudier, a noted 
founder. The complete work of 15 
separate pieces stands 24 feet high and 
is 15 feet square. It weighs 14,000 
pounds without the frame on which it 
rests. Great crowds flocked to see the 
masterpiece, and the Japanese and Aus- 
trian governments immediately gave 
orders for duplicates—orders it will 
take years to fill.

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KEEPING PEOPLE IN HEALTH 


The wisdom of the old Chinese custom 
of paying doctors to keep people well rather 
than to treat the sick has been recognized 
by the staff of the German hospital at 
Peking. The hospital makes contracts with 
the American, German, Italian and French 
residents in the city to look after their 
health regularly and keep them physically 
fit at the rate of $4 a month.

NO PROOF OF LEGEND 


The Scandinavian sagas indicate that 
Norsemen landed on the North Amer- 
ican mainland about 900.A. D. Ruins 
on Sculpin Island, near Nain on the 
Labrador coast, have long beén cited 
as evidence that the ancient Norse set- 
tled in America. One of the chief pur- 
poses of the Rawson-MacMillan sub- 
arctic expedition was to examine these 
ruins. The report-to the Field Museum 
of Chicago was prepated by Dr. Wil- 
liam D. Strong, anthropologist of the 
expedition. 

Dr. Strong believes that the ruins 
are merely the remnants of an Eskimo 
whaling camp. The’ stone work on 
Sculpin Island does not resemble the 
authenticated Norse ruins found in 
Greenland. No typical Norse instru- 
ments or artifacts have been found on 
the site or in the vicinity. The ruins 
closely resemble Eskimo burial and 
camp sites and appear to have been the 
depositories of blubber. 

“While I do not deny the Norsemen 
may have landed in America about 900 
A. D. as the legends indicate,” -re- 
ports Dr. Strong, “no tangible evidence 
to support this belief has been found. 
There have been other reports of Norse 
ruins along other parts of the north- 
eastern coast of this continent, but 
when investigated all of them to 
date have, as in the present in- 
stance, proved to be inconclusive or 
definitely wrong.” 


AUTOGIRO VISIFS US 


The first autogiro demonstrated in 
the United States recently made a flight 
over Philadelphia.

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MEASURING DEPTH OF SNOW 


It is very difficult to ascertain the 
depth of a fall of snow. The following 
instructions on this subject are sent 
by the Weather Bureau to its official 
observers in different parts of the 
country. 

“All precipitation entirely or partially 
in the form of sleet, snow, or hail will 
be melted, poured into the rain gage 
receiver, measured, and recorded in 
the same manner as rainfall. The meas- 
urement of precipitation in the form of 
snow is attended with much uncer- 
tainty, due to the action of the wind in 
drifting the snow and preventing it 
from entering the gage or blowing out 
a portion of the snow that has entered. 
If the observer has reason to believe 
that the amount collected in the snow 
gage is not the total snowfall since last 
observation, three measurements of the 
depth of snow will be made at different 
places and the mean of these measure- 
ments recorded as the actual depth of 
the snow. If it is impracticable to melt 
or weigh the snow, or the amount col- 
lected in the snow gage is not consider- 
ed correct, one-tenth of the amount of 
snow in the gage or from measure- 
ments elsewhere, as the case may be, 
will be recorded as the amount of pre- 
cipitation for that observation, with an 
explanatory note.” 


SALMON ASCEND WATERFALLS 


Salmon show remarkable grit and 
tenacity in returning to their birthplace 
to spawn. Scientists say that all Pacific 
salmon die after they are. through 
spawning. As the spawning season ap- 
proaches these fish work their way as 
far as possible up streams. Some species 
work their way up brooks so shallow 
that their backs stick out. They get 
very thin, their eyes become sunken, 
their appetites grow less and less, their 
throats begin to narrow and their stom- 
achs shrink until they become entirely 
incapacitated for receiving food. After 
they have spawned they turn over and 
die, leaving windrows of rotting car- 
casses on the banks of the creeks and 
rivers. 

Frequently the salmon meets with al- 
most insurmountable obstacles in its 
course toward the spawning ground. 
High waterfalls may intervene. Here 
is where-the salmon shows its superi- 
ority over most other fishes. Salmon

will ascend waterfalls of considerable 
height. They have been known to 
make vertical leaps of five or six feet. 
Our illustration shows a royal chinook 
salmon leaping over a waterfall in the 
Willamette river near Oregon City, 
Ore. This specimen made a leap—hori- 
zontal and vertical—of 14% feet by 
actual measurement. 


S-4 SUNK IN TEST 

A vear ago the newspapers reported 
to the world the tragic story that the 
submarine S-4 had gone down to the 
bottom of Long Island Sound carrying 
40 of her crew with her. Later the ill- 
fated vessel was raised. On -the first 
anniversary of its sinking the sub- 
marine was taken to sea off Block 
Island, R. I., and sunk in 55 -feet of 
water with a view of testing newly de- 
veloped safeguards against undersea 
disasters. Divers immediately proceed- 
ed to make preparations for raising the 
vessel, which was done in the record 
time of 22 hours. The test proves that 
the submarine might have been raised 
in time to save the crew when it sank 
last year, and it demonstrates what may 
be done in the future to save the lives 
of those who go down on “pig boats.”

Who divided the Bible into -verses? 


The early editions of the Bible were not 
divided into chapters and the small divi- 
sions which we call verses. There was 
even no perceptible space between the 
words. The author of these divisions in 
the Old Testament is not known. Eu- 
thalius, a deacon and bishop who lived 
about the middle of the fifth century, di- 
vided parts of the New Testament into 
minute portions similar to the modern 
verses. It is known, however, that the idea 
did not originate with him. Portions of 
the Old Testament, and even some parts 
of the New, had been so divided before the 
time of Euthalius. Ezra Abbot, an emi- 
nent American Biblical Scholar, in his 
“Critical Essays” says: “The first edition 
of the New Testament divided into our 
present verses was printed by Robert Ste- 
phens at Geneva in 1551, in two volumes, 
16mo, the Greek text occupying the cen- 
ter of the page, with the Latin version of 
Erasmus on one side and the Vulgate on 
the other.” This Robert Stephens, whose 
French name was Robert Estienne, was a 
famous French printer. This scheme was 
adopted by William Whittingham in his 
translation of the New Testament printed 
in 1557, and it was followed in the famous 
Geneva or Breeches Bible of 1560, which 
consisted of both the Old and New Testa- 
ments. In an introductory note to the 
reader in the Geneva Bible it is stated: 
“The argumentes bothe for the booke and 
for the chapters with the nombre of the 
verse are added.” Whittingham is sup- 
posed to have been largely responsible for 
this latter English translation of the com- 
plete Bible. 


What did George III say about the loss of 
America? 

King George III was plainly chagrined 
when he finally had to O. K. the treaty 
which made his American colonies a free 
and independent nation. Writing to Lord 
Shelburne, one of his ministers, the king 
said: “I cannot conclude without mention- 
ing how sensibly I feel the dismemberment 
of America from this empire, and that I 
should be miserable indeed if I did not 
feel that no blame on that account can be 
laid at my door, and did I not also know 
that knavery seems to be so much the strik- 
ing feature of its inhabitants that it may 
not in the end be an evil that they will 
become aliens to this kingdom.” 


How did “dun” originate? 


“Dun” in the sense of requesting pay- 
ment of a bill is believed to have been de- 
rived from the surname of Joseph Dun, an 
English petty official. In 1708 the fellow- 
ing explanation of the term was given by 
the British Apollo: “The word ‘Dun’ owes 
its birth to one Joe Dun, a famous Bailiff 
of the Town of Lincoln. It became a Pro- 
verb . . . when a man refused to pay his 
debts, ‘Why don’t you ‘Dun’ him? ‘That is, 
why don’t you send Dun to arrest him? 

. . It is now as old as since the days of 
King Henry the Seventh.” The monarch 
mentioned reigned from 1485 to 1509. 
Whether this was the true origin of the 
term cannot be stated positively. There is 
no contemporary evidence. Maitland, in his 
“American Slang Dictionary,” regards the 
word as an Americanism and thinks it is 
probably derived from “din,” meaning 
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noise. This is obviously a poor gues 
earliest use of the word we have bee;

“If such articles coming within the 
jurisdiction of the federal food and drugs 
act were found,” the department recently 
announced, “prompt actidn would be taken 
to remove them from the market.” More 
than 425,400,000 pounds of cocoa beans 
were imported into this country last year 
for use in chocolate. 


If an American becomes a citizen of Canada 
may he later become an American 
citizen again? 

A citizen of the United States who gives 
up his American citizenship and becomes 
a citizen of Canada may subsequently he- 
come an American citizen ‘om the same 
terms as any other Canadian. 


What was Lincoln’s religion? 


Volumes have been written to prove that 
Abraham Lincoln was a devout Christian, 
and almost as much has been written to 
prove that he was a skeptic, if not an 
atheist. There is a tradition unsupported 
by substantial evidence, that in his early 
days as a lawyer Lincoln wrote something 
against religion or the Bible, and that a 
friend destroyed it because it would en- 
danger Lincoln’s political future. Lincoln’s 
speeches and letters indicate that he had 
a reverence for sacred things but they do 
not reveal any definite theological beliefs. 
He never affiliated with any church in the 
technical sense, although while he was pres- 
ident he frequently attended a Presbyterian 
church in Washington. 


Are any two things exactly alike? 

So far as science has been able to learn, 
there are no two objects in the world just 
alike, no matter whether they are natural 
or artificial. No two leaves or snowflakes, 
no two objects manufactured in a factory, 
are exactly alike. Scientists believe that 
even each infinitesimal atom composing the 
elements differs from all the rest. 


Where did the gipsies originate? 

The origin of the gipsies is not well es- 
tablished. When they first appeared in Eu- 
rope centuries ago they said they were 
from lower Egypt, hence the name “gipsy,” 
which is merely a corruption of “Egyptian.” 
They, however, do not themselves call them- 
selves Egyptians or gipsies. They call 
themselves “Romanies.” Literally “Ro- 
many” means man in their tongue. The 
language of the gipsies indicates that they 
are related to the people of India, and it is 
generally believed by historians and schol- 
ars that the gipsies originally came from 
that country.

The stomach 
of one skunk examined contained 265 bees 
that could be identified, and the remainder 
of the contents consisted of partly digested 
bees. Skunks have been known.to extermi- 
nate bee colonies.

THE PATHFINDER 


REJUVENATING THE HOME 
Dear Eleanor :- 

Could you give me some pointers 
about redecorating my house, with spe- 
cial reference to color scheme, drap- 
eries, shades etc. Mrs. O. C. (N.C.) 


I think that probably the most logical 
way to answer your problem is to 
pegin with the outside of your house 
and work in. You have not said any- 
thing about the color which you have 
selected for your house, so I am taking 
it for granted that this is still a problem 
with you. If you wish to increase the 
apparent size of the house a light color 
such as cream or gray would be my 
suggestion. With either of these two 
colors a green roof and green shutters 
would be quite permissible. If you do 
not care to go to the expense of green 
shutters, use green window shades to 
match the roof. If, however, you do 
use the shutters, select window shades 
which exactly match the paint of your 
house. 

As to the living room and reception 
hall, I would suggest that you handle 
the two of them in exactly the same 
way so that each will apparently in- 
crease the size of the other. 

The dining room may be done in a 
different color scheme. What would 
you think of using a very mellow 
shade of green fairly light, for the 
walls of your living and reception 
rooms, and dark oak woodwork. You 
say your floors are to be oak; let me 
advise you to have them stained as 
dark as possible because a dark floor 
does much to add to the elegance of a 
room. Linen draperies in this room, 
very dominantly patterned in perhaps 
a floral design, with quite a bit of green 
foliage and plenty of splashing color 
of red, lavender and yellows would be 
the proper thing. This material should 
be hung very simply from either a 
wrought iron pole or a wooden cornice 
of oak. Let them go to the floor and 
loop them back about a foot above the 
window sill. Use deep ecru marqui- 
sette or voile glass curtains which 
should come just to the sill. 


al may also be used for the slip cover 
of one chair and for pillows for the 
davenport, which should be slip cover- 
ed with a plain green two-tone striped 
material.

Greenfield, who is about 60, has adopted 
the title of “captain.”

They belong to the same cult, the members 
of which are the only ones to be saved 
from the flood waters by the “ark.” So that 
may be the “nigger in the woodpile.” 

No provision has been made for animats 
as was made by the original Noah; the mod- 
ern “ark” is too small. This frail looking 
craft (see illustration) was built on the

The first 
deck is fitted out for living quarters and 
the prophet spends most of his time there. 
What is said to be a remarkable collection 
of foodstuffs has already been placed on 
board. 

The “ark” is painted in bright colors, 
yellow and white predominating, with deco- 
rations in greens, reds and blues. A piano 
will aid while hymns of praise are sung as 
the “ark” is seeking land after the deluge.
